RED CROSS RESPONSE 


Current reports trickling in fromall over the 


United States, seem to indicate that the all-time high 
of £125,000,000 for the American Rod Cross will be a 
pleasant reality. ‘this nation-wide response to the 
call for aid by this organization is a tribute to its 
numerous past achievements. 

The local Red Cross mythical (conditions being un- 
favorable for setting any figure) quotu has already 
grossed the Rohwer chaptor, a sum of over 32880, and 
untallied contributions may enable the Center unit to 
attain the prodigious figure of $3000. 

Generous donations were given by tho administrative 
personnel, but the bulk of the contributions were made 
by the evacuee residents. Individual dollars from the 
¥12 to $19 monthly paychecks made up a major portion 
of the total. 

With stratospheric wages prevailing on the outside, 
membership fees of $1 outwardly appear insicnificant, 
but for the Center inhabitants, they represent one and 
a half days' work. Yet $2455.18 have been raised 
and 2200 members have been rogistered in Rohwer's ini- 
tial Red Cross drive, while ean earlier Junior Red Cross 
drive brought in $136.80. 

Barrack windows through the Center are adorned with 
Red Cross stickers in nearly solid array, showing that 
California Japanese have not let the call of this 
great mercy organization fall on deaf ears.
